JUDICIAL ENDORSEMENT 


To the Editor: 

I concur with Elbert Robberson’s 
preface to the April Seamanship Test 
in which he stresses the need for 
carrying over into boating some of 
the common sense rules of the road. I 
recently attended a conference of 
Traffic Court Judges at Yale Law 
School in which the uniform motor 
vehicle code was discussed. If the 
prevailing attitude of the motorist is 
duplicated in boating, one can foresee 
our waterways beset with safety prob- 
lems of similar magnitude. Skill in 
seamanship alone does not mean safe 
boating performance. Attitude is the 
key to safety; it is the boatsman’s re- 
gard for himself, other people, his 
boat, and conditions, that. is all im- 
portant. The boating industry and the 
individual boatman have a joint re- 
sponsibility in laying the keel for safe 
boating at this time. Perhaps a good 
attitude in boating will carry over into 
motoring.

As he 
walked toward his front door and a few drops of rain 
started to fall, he hoped they weren't in for a several-day 
blow because he and his wife Elizabeth were planning to 
spend the weekend as usual on their 30’ inboard cabin 
cruiser. Al was particularly proud of the boat because he 
had built her himself, and powered her with a fine marine 
engine. He was glad he had remembered to drop the side 
curtains around the cockpit before he and Elizabeth had 
secured the “Betty” to her mooring the weekend before, and 
he did worry for a few moments about the chaffed anchor 
line pointed out to him by the marina proprietor. 

However, the heightening wind and the sudden down- 
pour of rain during dinner failed to dampen Al's high 
spirits. Everything seemed right with the world. His present 
job was secure and his income was more than sufficient 
to meet the monthly payments on the $12,000 mortgage 
on his home. 

Meanwhile, twenty-five miles away at her river mooring, 
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the cruiser “Betty” began to buck violently against her 
anchor line as the usually placid river was churned into two 
and three foot high whitecaps by a near hurricane force 
wind. : 

The next and following days were nightmares for AI. 
That stormy night the “Betty” had slipped her mooring. As 
she drifted with the current she gathered up two outboard 
runabouts, crushed them together against a dock and almost 
totally destroyed them. But that was a minor occurrence. 
Drifting farther downstream, “Betty” had slammed into 
another cabin cruiser and plunged her transom completely 
through its side. The owner of the other cruiser had just 
finished securing her to the dock. He had then left his wife 
and four-year-old son aboard while he went ashore and 
walked a few blocks to a parking lot. He had planned to 
drive his car down close to the dock to save his wife and 
child from getting soaked in the deluge. He had heard the 
crash and raced back to the dock in time to see his cruiser 
already listing and threatening to go under. Within an- 
other five minutes, the moored boat had sunk in eight feet 
of water. “Betty’s” impact, it was later determined. had 
jammed a section of side planking and some strength mem- 
bers in such a way that they thoroughly barricaded the 
cabin door. Despite the owner's repeated and frantic efforts, 
the boat sunk, carrying with it his wife and son.

Identifying A Stolen Boat 


If your boat should slip its mooring and drift away, 
should be stolen, or just disappears, you'll go to the police 
and report its loss. If you describe it to them, there may 
be one hundred other boats within an hour’s drive which 
will match that description! It will be up to you to identify 
the boat when and if it is found and prove it is yours. How 
will you prove it is yours? Wise small-boat owners take 
the precaution of hiding some proof of ownership aboard 
their craft. 

There are many ways—here are a few suggestions. Re- 
move some item of hardware, such as a mogring bitt, the 
half-oval brass strip on the stem, or any other thing which 
a thief would be highly unlikely to have occasion to 
remove. Using a set of letter stamps, stamp your name 
and address on the back of the item and replace it. Or, 
have your jeweler etch or engrave the inscription on the 
back or base of some bronze or aluminum hardware with 
an electric tool used for such work. 





Another idea is to get a plastic medicine capsule from 
a drugstore. Type your name, address and, if desired, 
information about the boat’s make, model and place of 
purchase, on a piece of paper. Roll the paper up and put 
it in the capsule. Seal the capsule with hot wax, varnish, 
or glue, to keep moisture out. Then look over your boat and 
find some wooden member which can be drilled without 
weakening it. The edge of a seat, the bottom edge of the 
dashboard, or part of the under-deck framing, are some 
good places. Bore a hole with a %” bit deep enough to take 
the capsule and a common %” wood deck plug available 
in any marine store. Pop the capsule into the hole and glue 
the plug in place with some waterproof glue. Trim off the 
end of the plug and sand it smooth. Then paint over the 
entire section to conceal the plug. The chances are very 
remote that a thief will ever notice it, much less actually 
investigate it. If you should ever have to convince the 
police a boat you’ve spotted at a mooring is your stolen 
boat, you can locate the plug quickly, remove it and pro- 
duce proof of ownership! 


Ladder Safety 
HE ground in most boatyards is sandy or marshy and 
when a ladder is put against a boat to get aboard for 
spring and fall maintenance work, it’s apt to be an un-

or eight feet long. Whip one end of each to prevent fray- 
ing. Eye-splice the ropes (learn this from any Boy Scout) 
to the upper ends of the ladder rails as shown in the sketch. 
With them, the ladder may be securely lashed to convenient 
part of the boat so that it will not slip, and so people can’t 
borrow it without climbing to the top. When they do 
climb, theyll see or hear you working aboard. 


Tin Can Safety Kit 

SAFETY kit in a small, watertight package can be 

made up by any outboard or inboard boat owner using 
a large tin can as a container. A one-gallon paint can with 
tight-fitting lid and wire handle could be used, or a one 
or two-gallon rectangular can will do, provided you can 
find one with a lid. Paint the can well to prevent rusting. 
The can itself may come in handy for emergency bailing 
or transfer of fuel, while the value of the items below 
which can be carried in it, safe and dry, should be obvious.

ee E ARE thinking of getting a small steel inboard 
| petite for use in salt water in southern California. 
Are there any maintenance problems unique to steel hulls 
that we should know about?” 
N.W.,, San Rafael, Calif. 


There is but one cardinal maintenance rule insofar as the 
steel boat is concerned, and that rule is Keep it Painted. 
This, of course, applies equally to boats that are constructed 
of other materials, but it is especially important with a steel 
boat because of the twin specters rust and electrolysis. 

To prevent fouling, the bottom of your boat when you 
buy it will be coated with a paint in which copper is an 
important ingredient. To eliminate electrolysis, which 
would be set up in salt water by the galvanic action resulting 
from contact of the copper in the paint with the steel sur- 
face, a bare-metal primer coat and three or four coats of 
anti-corrosive barrier paint will have been applied as insu- 
lation between the bare hull and the copper-bearing paint. 

On the topsides, where the only problem is rust, a couple 
of coats of metal primer and at least two more of a good 
marine finish will have been applied. 


When you must repaint, either as a part of your regular 
maintenance schedule or because of damage to the old 
paint, surface preparation is all-important. Remove all loose 
or scaling paint. Clean the surface thoroughly with turpen- 
tine to get rid of oil and grease. Sand or wire-brush all 
rusted spots. Sandpaper all chipped paint to a feather edge 
so it will not show when refinished. Be sure the surface is 
dry before painting. Then touch up all bare metal with 
metal primer. 

Refinish the topsides with marine paint and treat the 
bottom in a manner similar to that used by the builder of 
your boat, employing anti-corrosive barrier paint before 
applying the copper-bearing paint. Caution: If zinc “elec- 
trolysis eliminator” plates are attached to the boat’s bottom, 
leave them bare and free to corrode or else they will serve 
no purpose.

To register your boat, write to the Motorboat Section of 
the U. S. Coast Guard in the district in which you live. In 
your case, the nearest Coast Guard office is in Charleston, 
S. C. This office will send you two forms to fill out and 
return. You will then be given a number and a certificate 
of award. The number must be shown on both bows of 
your boat in letters and figures at least three inches high. 
The certificate must be kept on board at all times. 

Your boat falls in Class 1. It must, according to Govern- 
ment motorboat regulations, carry the following equipment: 
a combination light forward showing red to port and green 
to starboard; a bright white light aft showing all around the 
horizon; a hand, mouth or power-operated whistle that is

RAILERS are emancipating the boatman. Even the 

landlocked apartment dwellers and suburbanites have 
been able to take to the water, while residents on small lakes 
and limited waterways are free to add the entire country 
as the setting for their boating pleasures. 

The boat trailer industry is a new and booming business. 
In the past five years, wheels for the boater have rolled 
along to more rapid improvements than the outboard 
motor did in its first twenty years. But though the trailer 
looks like a fairly simple mechanism, its construction in- 
volves a number of engineering problems. These are fur- 
ther complicated by constantly changing designs in boats. 

At nation-wide boat shows earlier this year, more than a 
hundred different trailer manufacturers displayed their new 
models. Some of these builders are well known with ex- 
tensively advertised products, others are purely local con- 
cerns; some turn out quality trailers, others are mediocre 
with much to be desired. 
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This need not put the boat owner and his craft in a pre- 
carious position for there are a number of guideposts that 
can help him make his selection of wheels to fit a particular 
craft. The trailer must make the boat easy to trail, easy to 
load and unload, and offer no real problem to the driver in 
over-the-road travel. In general, the trail-boater is the man 
with the small inboard cabin cruiser, relatively lightweight 
inboard runabout, or outboard motorboat. 

In recent years, with the tremendous increase in one- 
design class sailboats, more and more sailboaters, too, are 
taking to the highways. These are the enthusiasts who use 
a trailer to carry their boats to class competitions. No great 
problem exists in the selection of a trailer for the one-design 
class sailboat owner. Either the original boat builder pro- 
vides a suitable cradle which can be bolted to almost any 
flatbed framed trailer, or the builder has a custom trailer 
built specifically for his equipment. In either case the 
builder of the one-design class boat is selfishly interested

in protecting the integrity of his own product, and makes 
certain that the trailer he sells will prevent road or storage 
damage. Our advice to the sail enthusiast is not to stint on 
his budget but buy only a trailer recommended by his 
boat’s builder or designer. 

Much the same situation confronts the owner of an in- 
board cruiser light enough and modest enough in size to be 
trailered, or the inboarder owning a skiff or sports runabout. 
Some major trailer manufacturers specialize in creating cus- 
tomized cradles on order to match inboard hull contours 
and handle the rudders, shafts and other under-hull append- 
ages. 

The outboarder is the principal market target of the 
present day trailer manufacturer. Several hull builders, 
such as Dunphy (Speedway) and Lone Star, manufacture 
trailers. Naturally these are designed with protection to 
their own hulls in mind, but the same trailers can be used 
for boats of other manufacture as well. 

However, just as there is no all-purpose boat, so there is 
no one trailer to fit all outboards. The model that may be 
suitable for the 14’ composite utility may be wholly inade- 
quate for a 16’ lapstrake. Here the potential buyer runs 
into a variety of engineering designs and a number of major 
conflicting theories in trailer building. He may become 
confused by such tradename descriptions as “Play-loader,” 
“Play-tilt,” “Trigger action,” “knee action,” “torsion bar sus- 
pension,” “transom cradles,” “twin boom,” “scissor-boom”

and dozens of others—some technical terms, some just 
cute, some truly descriptive. The manufacturers themselves 
do not agree on the methods of suspension, load rating, 
cradling and many other aspects of design and terminology. 
Each has advantages and disadvantages. 

This should be no more surprising to the trailer buyer 
than the boat builders’ refusal to agree on the best method 
and materials for boat construction. Motor manufacturers 
aren’t in accord either on many engineering features, but 
the very disagreement offers the public a choice. 

Each manufacturer will quite naturally argue his design 
is the only efficient one. The dealer in turn will indi- 
cate that the brand he stocks has it-all over the others. 
Keep in mind that regardless of the sales pitch, no trailer 
offers a boat the perfect cradled support—only water does 
that, and in rough water usage, the boat doesn’t even receive 
perfect. cradling from water. 

The trailer buyer should look for a trailer that offers his 
particular boat the greatest degree of these four major fea- 
tures: easy and reliable over-the-road transportation, simple 
launching and retrieving, the best possible cradling support 
during transportation and storage, and durability of the 
trailer components. No one trailer design is likely to have 
all four factors in superior form, for to increase one fea- 
ture’s efficiency may detract from another. 

The trailer buyer should also look into state regulations

N a morning of humid summer calm, the auxiliary sloop 
Bona chugged out of Mamaroneck, N. Y., under power 
and swung her bow eastward down Long Island Sound. 

So began a month’s voyage along southern New England, 
and the log of Bona for that month’s charter was virtually 
a built-in manual on How Not to Cruise. Or so it would 
seem now, recalled in tranquillity 19 years later at double 
the age we were then as blithe college juniors. 

From that very first moment of our departure, with 
clothes, suitcases and food cartons strewn carelessly over 
bunks, cabin ports wide open, and no idea of a destination 
for the night, we wrote the book in reverse. There were, 
as the old song goes “no wrecks and nobody drownded” 
during Bona’s cruise, but there was many an incident that 
should point the way to better cruising. 

Red and I had chartered the 26 foot gaff-rigged sloop 
for the sum of $105 (This was 1938, remember.), after 
long months of saving the proceeds of odd jobs around the 
campus. I had been day-sailing for 12 years but never 
cruising, and Red’s absolute ignorance of things nautical 
was only matched by his eagerness to learn, helped by a 
cheerful disposition and a husky set of football-trained 
muscles. 

For a while that first day, nothing happened in the “How 
Not to” department. By mid-morning a gentle southwest

the charter couldn’t have been more fun 


breeze came in and we joyously made sail. Munching pea- 
nut-butter sandwiches and drinking beer, we made knots 
to the eastward as the breeze gradually built up and Red 
matched his muscles with the tiller. The harder he fought, 
the more we yawed. After a while he began to get the hang 
of it, though the steadily increasing waves made it hard. 

Late in the afternoon, much too late, thoughts turned 
to a harbor for the night and supper. Then we discovered 
that there were no more harbors on the Long Island shore 
and Connecticut had pretty well run out of good ones for 
a while. We finally settled on Branford as the only one we 
could make before dark. One look at the tortuous channel 
brought the decision to go in under power. 

Red declined to go forward and “get mixed up in all those 
ropes” so he was placed at the tiller with instructions to 
steer straight into the wind, now about 20 knots. Engine 
on, we rounded into the waves that had been pushing along 
with us and they suddenly seemed three times as big and 
dark. As the sails rattled like machine guns gone mad, we 
put our bow straight through the first sea. 

Gasping and gurgling I grabbed the mast to keep from 
going overboard and green water cascaded down the deck 
(also into the still open cabin ports). I roared for slower 
speed and began to slack halyards. We now plunged through 
every second wave and landed on the ones between with 
a resounding smash. With one hand for the ship and one 
fer myself, I slacked the halyards. This did not leave any 
hand to make the halyard ends fast and they flew off to

wrap around the stays and topping lift in a gorgeous tangle, 
an hour’s worth of untangling the next morning. 

Soaked and battered, we finally were able to square away 
for the entrance and somehow negotiated the channel to 
the river. Inside, mooring was fore and aft to stakes. By 
the time we were able to get bow and stern line on at the 
same time it was completely dark. Groaning for food, we 
fell wearily down the hatch. 

What a mess! 

The lights wouldn't work, but from the feel of things it 
was just as well. Shirts, neckties, sweaters, suitcases, eggs, 
catsup, marmalade, cereal cartons, broken glass, the re- 
mains of a barometer that had been on the bulkhead, and 
most of the sea water that had cascaded through the ports 
sloshed around in a gooey heap. The bunks were now clear, 
though soaked, and we sank on them in despair, waiting till 
morning to begin salvage operations. 

This was one way to learn the elementary principles of 
proper stowage, “readiness for sea” and itinerary planning. 
At least we kept things stowed for the rest of the month, 
dogged ports closed when getting underway, and worked 
out each day’s run in advance. We also learned how un- 
popular a stiff non-collapsing suitcase can be aboard a 
small boat and have never used one since. 

There proved still many chapters of the “How Not to” 
manual to write. Gradually we picked up the material for 
them. How not to make landings was demonstrated with

only four hours from Seattle, 

this trailer-boating family 

found a cruising paradise

wr NOT trail your boat to Canada’s Vancouver Island 
this summer? The thrills of this north country vacation 
spot are now open for all members of that fast-growing 
family of boat owners who trail their boats behind them. 
Rugged 16- to 19-foot cruisers or utilities will open up this 
inlet country of the Northwest for a cruising adventure you 
won't soon forget. It’s rough, remote and gorgeous, and 
with ordinary care, plus good seamanship, it is entirely safe 
for inboards and the larger outboards. British Columbia’s 
Vancouver Island shields these waters from the open sea, 
making this rugged coast a small boat paradise whose equal 
is hard to find. 

If you plan your trip from Seattle, as we did, you can 
cruise all the way or take one of five different ferry routes to 
Vancouver Island, each boasting its own special advantage. 
I chose one which leaves from Port Angeles, 68 miles west 
of Seattle. With me was my wife, my two youngsters, my 
car and my trailer-borne boat. 

Ninety minutes after boarding the ferry we were in Vic- 
toria, the principal city of Vancouver Island. After dis- 
embarking we took Route | to the north, which led us to 
the Malahat Drive, one of the most beautiful on the Island. 
Our destination was Campbell River, which turned out to 
be a clean, bustling little town, geared to the needs of its 
fishermen inhabitants. Here we found that we could take 
our pick of hotels and motels, and in the town’s numerous 
shops we found every type of lure and item of equipment 
imaginable. We took some time out to fish and later, at one 
of the cafes with which the town abounds, we were able to 
have our fresh catch cooked just the way we like it. 

Then started the high point of our vacation: cruising the 
inlet country to the east and north. It is true wilderness but 
there are plenty of stores where gas and food can be pur- 
chased. Though there are no launching ramps or lifts in 
this area, it is a simple matter to put your boat and trailer 
on the beach at low water and let the rising tide float the 
Boating in another country seemed like another world in boat off. Most owners, we found, leave their trailers high 
picturesque coves like those of Stuart Island, Vancouver. on the beach until they return. If your rig is heavy, like 
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Starting at Brigham City, 
Utah, the cruise by land 
crosses the Snake River in 
Idaho, at left, and on 
through Oregon and Wash- 
ington to Port Angeles, 68 
miles west of Seattle. By 
ferry for boat and trailer 
to Victoria, Canada, was 
only 90 minutes more, and 
then the drive north to 
Campbell River. All driv- 
ing for the rest of the trip 
was done by family mem- 
bers, map in hand, at the 
wheel of the sturdy out- 
board cruiser, the Mistress. 












ours, the town wrecker will do all of the lifting for an 
astonishingly low fee. Boat storage, too, is no problem in 
the north country. The government has built a number of 
excellent free docks and whenever you want to tie-up or 
go ashore, you merely ask for the government dock. In 
some harbors certain areas are reserved for the Chaplain, 
the Forest Ranger and the police, but there’s always room 
for visitors, too. 

Before starting our trip we obtained charts 1453 and 
1454 from the U. S. Navy Hydrographic Office in Wash- 
ington, D. C. These cover the area from Campbell River 
to Toba and up the coast to Knight Inlet and they proved 
invaluable to us. We supplemented the charts with the 
“Marine Atlas of the Northwest.” This is essentially a sea- 
going book of strip charts, similar to the tour books put out 
by the AAA and is available at any bookstore for $12.50. 
The book outlines magnetic courses and tells you where 
gas, food, liquor, haircuts, and even dentists, are available. 
Dozens of excellent aerial photographs help keep you ori- 
entated in the cuts and passages and add to the fun. We 
found that the guide made piloting this strange country 
more interesting and understandable, and, since it covers 
the Northwest from Tacoma to Alaska, its “armchair po- 
tential” as well is unlimited. A Canadian Tide Book which 
we purchased for 25c, and which is carried by virtually 
every newsstand on Vancouver Island, also turned out to 
be helpful in planning routes for our Mistress. 

Our most memorable excursion was one we made to 
Jackson Bay. With gas, water and food supplies for a 
couple of days, we left Campbell River early one morning 
and headed for Toba Inlet. We had a beautiful run across 
the Straits of Georgia and explored the mainland coast as 
far down as Powell River. During the summer months, 
these waters are apt to be calm in the morning and choppy 
in the afternoon. The smart power boat man, therefore, 
does his travelling early and leaves the afternoons for loaf- 
ing and relaxing. We were a little late reaching the head 
of Toba Inlet and upon arrival found two large inboard 
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cruisers, already tied up to a large float, riding out the 
afternoon breeze. Both yachts proved to be from Seattle 
and we had a lot of fun getting acquainted with their own- 
ers and comparing notes on various cruising adventures. At 
suppertime we pooled our provisions and had a picnic 
afloat. 

Along towards nightfall a tiny tug, pulling a barge, tied 
up to the float. The tug boat operator, we learned, owned 
the float and operated a logging camp on the Toba River. 
Since the local supply boat, the Gulf Wing, is unable to 
negotiate the shallow river to their camp, they bring the 
barge down to Toba Inlet and transfer supplies at the float. 
If they fail to meet the Gulf Wing, her crew leaves the sup- 
plies on the float for them to pick up when they arrive. 
We spent an evening listening to these folks tell about the 
logging camp, and the pleasures and problems involved. 
They knew the coastal area intimately and were able to 
give us a wealth of information to help us on our way. 

Running down Toba Inlet in the bright morning sunlight 
is an experience difficult to describe. Peaks, rising out of 
the water, tower thousands of feet above. High in the 
pockets lies snow so white it might have fallen the August 
evening before. Evergreens form the frame for this never- 
ending splendor, and each turn of the narrow channel brings 
a new picture, highlighted by dark blue water and bright 
clouds in a blue sky. You need only an occasional glance 
at the water ahead to dodge the logs and driftwood. The 
rest of the time you can relax and soak in the beauty that 
is all about you. 

As we neared Stuart Island we noticed dozens of little 
“gill netter” fishing boats tied up ai the docks for Sunday. 
Today the fisherman were not out tending their nets but 
were taking a day of rest, instead. We headed our craft for 
the site of the Stuart Island store, typical of all the others we 
had seen in Vancouver—a clearing set on the edge of the 
water. Since these stores are inaccessible except by boat, 
all supplies come in on ships like the Gulf Wing, and go out 
again in almost every conceivable kind of craft. You may

and trailer following Route 1 from Victoria. 


find an Indian canoe tied alongside a yacht, while their 
owners wait their turn at the store’s counter. 

Shortly after we arrived the supply boat came in bringing 
mail, fresh bread, and other supplies, plus a cross-section 
of travelers. These little coastal freighters have a cabin high 
on their stern decks for passengers, who, at each stop, dis- 
embark, mingle with the people on the dock, renew old 
acquaintances and exchange the news. We watched the 
men, women and children and listened to their conversa- 
tions. Here was a life so different from our own that we 
could only guess at some of its features. Hard work, isola- 
tion, few comforts and a meagre supply line to be sure, but 
in some ways perhaps more satisfying than the urban life 
to which we are accustomed. When the cargo nets had 
finished their work, the passengers reboarded the boat, 
carrying messages, parcels and news for friends down the 
line. 

Leaving Stuart Island we travelled north and soon came 
to the Yuclataw Rapids. When the tide changes there is a 
short period during which the waters of the rapids become 
quite calm. Thanks to the tide book, we knew when this 
would occur and when the time was right we, along with 
several fishing boats, made the run without mishap. Later 
we stopped at Thurlow for gas and since the freighter had 
been there earlier, we found, to our delight, that ice cream 
was available. 

We tied up in Loughborough Inlet that night and next 
day cruised the Loughborough and Blind channels, which 
took us to Jackson Bay. There is no store at Jackson, but 
we found a government dock where we were able to tie up. 
While we were preparing a delicious beef stew, which is a 
sort of staple in the northern diet, a lad of about 14 saun- 
tered out to the dock. Could he get us any milk, bread and 
matches, we asked, and he replied that his mother had just 
finished baking some bread, he had just milked the cow 
and that he thought he could round-up some. matches. A 
short time later he was back with a loaf of hot, home-made 
bread, two litres of warm milk and a- box of matches, all of 
which he gave us for a very modest price. We couldn't 
have done better had we been dining in town. 

There seemed nothing to distinguish the start of the next 
day from any other we had had. We got up early and after 
a hearty breakfast, turned our craft northward again. Soon 
we cleared Jackson Bay and moved up Johnstone Strait, 
where our cruising suddenly became no fun at all. The 
water was nasty, the wind chilling and before long a cold 
spray had soaked us to the skin. After a half hour, with 
no improvement in sight, we decided to turn back and head 
for Kelsey Bay where we could tie up and wait for a better 
day. At Kelsey Bay, however, we were told that Johnstone 
is always rugged for small boats and that there would prob- 
ably be “no better day.” Then we learned 65 to 80-foot 
purse seiners are used to fish the Johnstone Straits. Obvi-

ously this was not the place for our small boat, which be- 
longs in water the 25-foot gill netters ply. 

We had no trouble from Kelsey Bay back to Campbell 
River. It was a little rough in the afternoon but we stayed 
close to the beach and made good time. When the tide 
went out we put the trailer on the beach, floated the boat in 
place, called the local wrecker to pull our rig back to Main 
Street and so brought to a close a wonderful cruise. 

Our fun wasn’t quite over, though, for on the way home - 
we enjoyed a picturesque drive to Sidney on the Cowichen 
Peninsula. From there we took the Washington State ferry 
for Anacortes. The trip took us through the San Juan Is- 
lands. one of the most beautiful water trips in America, and 
brought to a fitting climax a vacation which we unanimously 
agreed was the best we had ever had.

TRICKS & TACTICS 


By CHARLES R. MEYER 
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Up to your axle in trouble? Author Chuck Meyer surveys a soft-sand problem, and demonstrates the answer below. 
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Stow two long planks aboard as runners for soft sand; 
drive trailer the length of them and then pivot end for 
end for next stretch. Note trailer is fastened to a front 
bumper hitch which allows driver better view. 
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1 verti trailer may be a streamlined beauty complete with 
precision-built, modernistic, labor-saving devices but no- 
body has bothered redesigning smallboat owners. As a re- 
sult, some folks sally forth on pleasure trips that turn out 
to be back-breaking nightmares—all because they don’t take 
time to read their trailer’s instruction bock, or attempt to 
launch without thinking. On a recent three thousand mile 
trip, hauling a skiff and dropping her overboard at numer- 
ous waterways enroute, I quickly reviewed and relearned 
some of the “don’ts” developed over years of dry-land sea- 
manship. 

We had decided to run Florida’s Boynton Inlet into the 
Atlantic, launching from a dirt offshoot to Route AlLA on 
the inshore side. “Don’t get your rear wheels into soft 
sand,” shouted Hugh Anderson. “Back the car down till the 
trailer’s barely wet. Be easier to push her into deep water 
from there.” 

Both C. B. McMullen and I ignored the advice, backing 
down till the boat trailer was submerged in several inches 
of water. The skiff launched without any trouble but the 
car bogged on the water’s edge. It would have been amus- 
ing without causing any concern but the tide was incoming! 
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The best of trailers still can’t 
think for you. Here’s how to 


save trailing time and temper 


Water lapped at the hubcap rims and crawled level with the 
undercarriage. Each attempt to run the motor spun us 
deeper into a miniature quicksand. At 6:30 A.M. on a 
Sunday morning, with traffic at a minimum, we had to hitch- 
hike into town and beg a gas station attendant to skip his 
breakfast and head down with a wrecker. Once the car 
was rescued from drowning, it had to be thoroughly washed 
in fresh water to prevent the salt rusting the metal. At that, 
within two months, my repair bills included replacement of 
a muffler and tail pipe lost through salt corrosion —and 
carelessness. 

The instant your car starts to “dig” in a soft surface, stop 
the motor. Giving her the gas will result in making things 
worse. If you scoop away the sand or mud along the tire 
tracks, laying boards, burlap sacks, old rags, a set of tire 
chains—anything to give you a little traction—and then get 
underway slowly without spinning the wheels by feeding 
gas in second or high gear, you have a good chance of com- 
ing out under your own power. Detach your boat trailer to 
put a minimum strain on the car. Deflate the rear tires of 
both car and trailer twenty-five to forty percent, allowing a 
flatter traction without the tendency of a rounded tire to 
“dig.” You may have to drive down the highway for 
several miles with low pressure in those wheels but it’s far 
better than waiting for a tow truck to pull you out. 

In the event that gas stations are scarce or if such launch- 
ing conditions are customary in your area, buy a com- 
pressed air attachment that fits into your motor like a 
sparkplug. This tiny “dingus” screws into the head exactly 
like a plug, using the pressure generated within a cylinder 
as an air hose. One end of the rubber tubing leads to the 
engine, the other is plugged into a tire valve. I wouldn't 
make a steady practice of filling your tires in that manner 
but it’s certainly an efficient emergency measure for getting 
past a soft spot. If you’re forced into the situation fre- 
quently, don’t use the identical cylinder but switch around.

In these pictures he describes a typical examination he 
recently conducted at a Brooklyn, New York, marina. 





“It takes me about 30 minutes to complete an 
examination from the time | step aboard and shake 
hands to when | finish my check list.” 
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E SURE to invite the most important guest of all aboard 
your boat this season and make it soon. This Very-Im- 
portant-Person is the man from the Coast Guard Auxiliary. 
He will give your craft a free Courtesy Motorboat Ex- 
amination which, if it was applied to every vessel, would 
make boating a far safer pleasure for all of us. 

The Coast Guard Auxiliary examination, made only 
upon your request, attests that your boat and its safety 
equipment have met the requirements of federal law plus 
the recommendations of the Coast Guard. There is no 
stigma attached for failure to pass nor a record made, 
merely a notification of what is needed. 

The Auxiliarists are neighboring civilians who have noth- 
ing to do with armed forces save for their association in 
after-work hours with the fast-growing Auxiliary. You will 
find the examiner to be a friendly, courteous soul, although 
a violent boating enthusiast with a vast accumulation of 
knowledge. 

There are over 2300 examiners in the 10 Coast Guard 
districts within the U.S. and they will accomplish 26,000 
courtesy visits this season. The first National Safe Boating 
Week will be held June 20-July 6 under the sponsorship of 
the C.G. Auxiliary and the occasion is designed “to bring 
to the attention of the American people the need for observ- 
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ing safe boating practices,” says Captain Harold B. Roberts, 
the organization’s chief director. 

Although the Auxiliary Examination program is spread- 
ing rapidly, one of the local units (called a flotilla) may be 
too distant to serve your community. In that case learn here 
what constitutes a safe boat, and how to check your own. 

Here is a step-by-step procedure to obtain this service. 
If you know a member of the Auxiliary personally, ask him 
to set up an examination appointment. Or call the nearest 
flotilla. The telephone number may be in your local tele- 
phone book. If you cannot locate a flotilla, write the 
Marine Inspection Officer of the nearest Coast Guard dis- 
trict office for instruction. There are offices in 44 U. S. 
Cities. 

Once the appointment has been set, have your boat ready 
for the examiner with equipment on display. To expedite 
the inspection, ask your friends and family to stay ashore. 
Don’t worry about the examiner, he will be wearing soft- 
soled shoes that will not mar your deck. 

You will go over the equipment with the examiner who 
will be marking his check list. The examination takes about 
30 minutes and if all is ship-shape, the Auxiliarist will attach 
a decalcomania and depart. 

This decal signifies that your boat is a safe one and will 
probably make you exempt from boarding by regular 
Coast Guard personnel. CG boarding officers are instructed 
to refrain from boarding vessels displaying the CGA decal

for the current year unless operation violations are apparent. 

If your boat fails to pass, the examiner will tell you what 
is wrong and how to make corrections. You can always 
request an additional inspection at a later date. 

The examiner will be nice about your imperfections be- 
cause, as the Coast Guard states in an instruction booklet, 
“The name ‘Courtesy Examination’ indicates the basic 
philosophy behind this Auxiliary activity. Vessels are 
‘examined’ and not ‘inspected.’ Examinations are performed 
by qualified members of the Auxiliary as a courtesy to the 
boatowner upon his request in order to make pleasure 
boating more pleasurable through safety, education and 
knowledge. 

“An examination should never be forced on an owner. 
If he should seem dubious about having his boat examined, 
the Examiner should explain that the examination is strictly 
in the interests of the owner’s personal safety, that of his 
guests, and possible financial loss through loss or damage 
to his boat.” 

POPULAR BOATING'’s guest examiner this month is 
Louis Shomer of 1659 East Third Street, Brooklyn, com- 
mander of Flotilla 11-6 in the Auxiliary’s Rockaway Di- 
vision. Shomer, who is 47 and retired, for three straight 
years has led the Coast Guard’s heavily-populated District 
Three in the number of examinations, accomplishing be- 
tween 400 and 500 in a short four-month season. 

There are some who even exceed this achievement of de-

votion and industry. An Auxiliarist named Gunde Peter- 
son of San Francisco conducted 1008 examinations in 1956, 
a record, and Adolf Peterson of San Diego had 925. Both 
operated on a 12-month basis. 

Shomer has correlated local accident figures with the 
number of boats rejected for a decal and estimates for every 
89 inspections he makes, he prevents one serious disaster 
by detecting a danger point. 

In 1954 he rejected 124 boats, one of which later ex- 
ploded because the fault in question was never corrected. 
Shomer finds he rejects 25 per cent of the boats he inspects, 
a figure in keeping with national totals. Of 35,521 examina- 
tions made in 1956, 11,328 were rejections. 

Shomer says, “The basic part of the examination is a 
check of equipment on the boat that is required by law. 
Do the lights work? Where are the ventilators? How about 
the fire extinguishers? Is there a flame arrestor on the 
carburetor? What kind of shape are the life jackets in? 

“Just because the equipment is all there and in order does 
not mean the boat is a safe one deserving a decal. Examiners 
will not award a decal to a vessel which is not in good over- 
all condition. There may be some very dangerous features 
that need correcting before any examiner would consent 
to pass the boat.” 

Shomer’s pet hazards are dirty bilges, faulty fire extin- 
guishers, and non-performing life jackets or cushions. “Last 
summer I tore up over 100 life jackets,” he said. 

An incident involving Shomer-the-Ripper went this way. 
“A torn or worn life jacket can be dangerous,” Lou recalled. 
“I found some that looked a little mouldy and asked the 
skipper if he would mind if I tried to tear one. No, he 
wouldn’t mind. So I tried and the jacket ripped. 

“Most boat owners don’t want poor jackets around that 
might not hold up when a life was at stake. So they don’t 
mind when I rip up a few. In fact, 98 per cent of the 
owners I come across are pleasant, rather than resentful, 
when I find something wrong on their boats. After all, 
THEY asked ME to come aboard. 

“Let me tell you about the fellow with the cushions,” 
Shomer continued. “I asked him, ‘This cushion float?’ and 
he said, ‘Sure.’ So I tossed it overboard and it sank. I asked 
him ‘Mind if I try another?’ and he said, ‘Go ahead.’ So I 
threw all six over, one by one, and they all sank. ‘Hey,’ he 
said. “At least I could have sat on them.” But it was best 
to get them off the boat. Cushions like that masquerade as 
life savers when they can be killers.” 

On the subject of courtesy, Shomer has a perplexing 
problem and he is backed up by Captain Roberts at Wash- 
ington headquarters. “The trouble,” said Lou, “is this. 
People are too darn nice to the examiners. They all offer 
you a drink when you come aboard. If I took all the drink 
invitations that come my way, I'd be cock-eyed by noon 
and unable to examine a rowboat. But when we refuse 
their hospitality, people get sore. We’ve hurt their feelings. 


“Every boat should have enough line to make a 
safe anchorage. For our waters, | look for 150 
feet. A good rule is scope 7 times water depth. 
Registration numbers must be at least 3” high.” 
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I wish they could appreciate our problems.” 

Sometimes a construction feature will disqualify a boat 
for a decal. “Take stoves,” said Shomer. “There’s a fellow 
in the same yard where I keep my boat, Schatz Brothers 
Marina in Brooklyn. He has a stock cruiser, a small one, 
with one of those kerosene stoves that sit unbolted on top 
of the counter over the ice chest. There is no insulation 
above the stove and an inflammable venetian blind right 
behind it, inches from the burner. The skipper says he 
never uses the stove but I’m not giving him a decal until he 
gets it off his boat.” 

In addition to the equipment required by law, the Auxil- 
iary lists additional gear considered essential such as 
anchors (one light, one heavy); anchor chain or lines ample 
in length; bilge pump; compass; course protractor or paral- 
lel rules; deviation table; distress signals such as flares, dye 
markers, mirror, flashlight; dividers; emergency rations; 
emergency drinking water; first aid kit; Light List booklet; 
lead line; local charts; mooring lines; extra supply of motor 
oil and grease; ring buoys; RPM table; spare engine parts; 
tools. If it is all there, then the examiner can paste the 
precious decal on the windshield. 

It is Shomer’s contention that only 20 per cent of boat 
owners want the decal se they will not be boarded by regular 
Coast Guard patrols. The other 80 per cent are primarily 
interested in knowing they have a safe boat. 

In the Brooklyn area, covered like a blanket by Shomer’s 
crew of examiners, Over two-thirds of the boats carry the 
decalcomania. It is almost a disgrace to be without one. 

Besides the Courtesy Motorboat Examination for the 
general public, the Auxiliary conducts two similar inspec- 
tion programs. One is the Auxiliary Vessel Facility pro- 
gram, an inspection of CGA members’ craft. “An Auxiliary 
vessel, flying the Auxiliary flag, must be one of the safest 
boats afloat and so must satisfy more requirements than 
are necessary for award of the decal,” state official Coast 
Guard regulations. 

The services rendered boating by the CGA has not gone 
unnoticed. The Committee on Merchant Marine and Fish- 
eries which recently concluded a year-long study of pleas- 
ure boating under the leadership of Representative Her- 
bert Bonner of North Carolina, had this to say about the 
Auxiliary in its report to Congress: 

“A stepped up program of safety education for the 
many already in the sport (of boating) appears a necessity. 
Your committee was impressed with the part played by the 
Coast Guard Auxiliary. Created in 1939 by the 77th Con- 
gress, the Auxiliary with its nation-wide system of flotillas 
and volunteer yachtsmen dedicated to boating safety is in 
a unique position to assume leadership in a boat-safety 
program.” 

Take advantage of this remarkable service and invite the 
examiner for a visit. He can give you the priceless assur- 
ance that you are operating a safe boat.—BILL WALLACE

rca potential boat buyer soon learns that there is no 
all-purpose craft. Each boat is designed for the prin- 
cipal purpose it’s expected to serve. Just as manual skill 
doesn’t qualify an individual for all types of work, neither 
does high speed necessarily serve as the measuring stick of 
a boat’s worth. 

POPULAR BOATING in future issues will report its findings 
in a continuing series of boat tests. Boats constructed of 
any one of six basic materials or combinations of materials 
will be used. The brand names and the specifications of the 
boats as well as the motors used for testing purposes will be 
included in the reports 

The test technique that will be used can be applied to 
your own boat right now. But if the results of your own 
P-B test indicate that your boat falls down in certain re- 
spects, you shouldn’t rush right out and sell it. Should you 
find your boat wanting in safety, for example, with a knowl- 
edge of these weaknesses you can modify your boating prac- 
tice to achieve the greatest safety with the equipment you 
now own. If your boat is short on durability, greater atten- 
tion to maintenance may offer it longer life. If it lacks some 
of the features of comfort that boats of comparable size and 
cost offer, structural alterations or the addition of acces- 
sories may overcome this. The same can apply to its adapta-

bility. Though styling may be improved by the addition of 
accessories, the underlying appearance of the boat is a part 
of its hull form. If you like a catamaran and you have a 
clipper bowed skiff, there isn’t much you can do about being 
happy with what you have short of trading it in on some- 
thing that offers you the style and eye appeal you're looking 
for. Speed is inherent in the hull design, though it will de- 
pend, too, on the horsepower applied. Usually more atten- 
tion to details of tuning, set-up, and propeller selection can 
improve performance. In certain instances, speed may be a 
factor of durability. A lightly constructed, frail hull will 
outrun a more sturdily built hull of similar design. 

The six principal P-B test factors are safety, comfort, 
adaptability, durability, styling, and speed. Keep in mind 
that there is no one boat that will handle all types of jobs . 
and appeal equally to all potential boat buyers. Each owner 
will evaluate these six characteristics in a different manner. 
The boat hot-rodder who wants the fastest rig on the lake 
is probably quite happy to sacrifice comfort in order to add 
a mile per hour or two to his speed. The same buyer won't 
give a hoot whether his boat offers ample cockpit space for 
fishing or overnight camping. In his book, this item may 
rate as high as a 90% decisive factor when he makes his 
choice. He knows high speed operation on choppy water

will give his boat a terrific beating. He also knows that to 
get speed, he must have a lighter than average hull in the 
size boat of his choice. So he may give durability only 
minor consideration. 

In our P-B tests, in order that each potential boat pur- 
chaser may analyze the tests with his own recreational ideas 
in mind, we will not give a total score as such on any boats 
we select for tests. The individual must do the scoring for 





his own requirements. The P-B tests are designed to show & 


how well each boat rates in each of the six separate cate- 4 
gories. In each phase of the testing, P-B will give an excel- 
lent, good, fair or poor rating. Boat A, for example, might #4 
rate “excellent” in safety, be only “fair” in comfort, “poor” 
in styling and “good” in durability. Boat B might achieve a 
“fair” rating in speed yet attain an excellent rating in 
“styling” and “adaptability.” Conceivably certain hulls may 
prove excellent in all factors; others in none. 

Here are some of the items you should look for under 
each factor. 
Safety 

How safe is your boat when used for its designed pur- 
pose, in comparison with other hulls of a similar purpose? 
An 8’ pram, for example, is unsuitable as an offshore fishing ;

I* the night, down in the heaving green wastes near Cape Horn, the bark 
suddenly broached to. As she veered, abruptly and helplessly exposed 
to wind and water, the seas came over her. The scene—wallowing ship, 
flopping sails, running, frightened figures—was like one of those vivid prints 
of marine disaster in the great vanished days of full canvas. But it had hap- 
pened in our time to the husky, baldish man with twinkling eyes who was 
giving me a report for POPULAR BOATING readers just before leaving for Eng- 
land to captain the Mayflower II. 

“We had a bellyful of wheat in the Parma,” Alan Villiers explained in his 
unexpectedly gentle voice, “and that damned grain nearly killed us. We 
wondered if we were going to see the morning, and, you know, somehow 
the morning gets important at a time like that.” Almost apologetically, he 
added, “It was, really, a most alarming and moving experience.”

In that 
way you can be sure that each coat will be compatible with 
the others and that each is scientifically formulated for one 
particular service. Best results are obtained from finishes 
which retain a certain amount of flexibility when dry. Be 
sure to prime the plywood well and seal all edges—exposed 
or not—with a good marine primer.

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SIMPLE CONSTRUCTION AND MULTIPLE USES

This new direction finder, especially developed for small craft, 


is tiny enough to be used easily in rowboat or runabout

Developed for Popular Boating readers by the author, this 
D.F. can be followed by standing or sitting skipper. 


OON to reach the market for the small boat owner will 
\J be an ultra-compact direction finder which provides 
“homing” on the broadcast band. It is based on a prototype 
developed by the author to meet the need for portability 
and utility. 

Nothing is more frustrating to the skipper than being 
lost. Until recently, direction finders had been considered 
as a “luxury item” and the average small boat owner and 
fisherman with limited space relied on his compass and 
luck to bring him safely to port. Now the transistor has 
opened up an entirely new design concept for marine 
safety and navigational aids. No longer in the experimental 
Stage, the transistor has been found capable of giving ex- 
tremely long service in comparison with the vacuum tube. 
The design of our instrument is based on a standard super- 
heterodyne circuit employing transistors throughout. It is 
operated entirely from one small replaceable dry battery 
and will give many hours of reliable performance before 
battery change is required. 

One of the considerations in the design was that the 
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instrument be operable while the skipper was either sitting 
or standing. A small boat owner can easily mount the D.F. 
on the dash or control panel where the null indicator will 
be almost on a direct line-of-sight location. The skipper 
standing at the helm can look down on the instrument and 
“sight” his heading according to the position of the loop 
antenna which is a tiny Ferrite rod. This form of loop re- 
sponds to signals when it is broadside to the direction of 
the transmitter. Nulling is accomplished when the rod 
points directly toward the signal. When it does, the self- 
contained meter on the D.F. shows maximum current. Max- 
imum signal, on the other hand, is indicated by a sharp dip 
of current as shown on the meter when the signal is tuned 
to resonance. 

Most commercial D.F.’s utilize an inverted meter so that 
the “null point” is indicated by the dip, rather than the 
maximum point of indicator travel. This may be easily 
accomplished in this design by rotating the meter 180° 
from the position shown. It is the preference of the author 
to use the former technique due to the ease of reading the 
meter when steering a null course. Course variations of 2° 
are very noticeable. 

There are two independent compass roses provided, 
either one or the other being used according to choice. 
They may be rotated independently of the shaft (connected 
through a right-angle drive) between the loop and the bar 
knob on the control. The rose should be rotated until an 
imaginary line drawn through 360° and 180° is parallel to 
the keel of the boat with 360° pointing up or dead ahead. 

Maximum utility for direction finding is obtained by 
determining the exact locations of broadcast transmitting 
towers within the normal cruising range of the boat and by 
plotting these directly on the tuning dial. Each location is 
also plotted on the marine charts which should be on 
board every boat plying open waters. In addition, the two 
Conelrad frequencies are indicated so that the D.F. will 
serve as a monitor on boats equipped with radio telephone, 
etc. Slight inaccuracies and bearing errors may result from 
defraction or bending of signals under certain conditions. 
Most errors will occur when the signal being received ema- 
nates from a transmitter located inland and where signals 
pass Over terrain of many angles and shapes. In the case 
of small boat navigation, this is not a deterring factor. 

Taking bearings on broadcast stations is almost ideal

OST descriptions of how to handle a boat say to do this 
and do that—but such instructions do not always hold 
water. What to do really depends upon the type of boat, 
the speed, power, and a number of other variables. How 
to handle your boat is a thing you can figure out yourself, 
once the principles of what makes your boat perform are 
well in mind. Here are the main things you need to know. 
Most modern boats have a steering wheel like an auto- 
mobile, a “gearshift” lever and a throttle. A person’s first 
impression is that handling a boat involves nothing more 
complicated than pointing the bow down the channel, and 
feeding the gas. 

But when you actually get behind the wheel, it turns out 
to be very different from parkway piloting. The larger the 
boat, the greater the difference. For example, taking the 
wheel of a ship for the first time gave me the most discon- 
nected feeling I have ever experienced. The wheel was at 
a point fifty feet above the waterline, and the hull and sea 
seemed to be in another world entirely apart from the 
wheelhouse and acting entirely independently of anything 
I might do. When I turned the wheel, nothing seemed to 
happen. So my natural reaction was to turn the wheel more. 
Suddenly, the compass card started to revolve, so I spun 
the wheel to bring it back. For a long while the ship swung, 
then slowly started back. But by the time the compass 
reached the proper heading again, the ship was swinging too 
fast to stop, and continued far off course on the other side. 
It took several minutes to stop this oscillation, and get the 
ship settled down on course. 

When it came to stopping, after the order was rung down 
to the engine room, the ship continued charging down the 
course, and even after the engines were reversed, it would 
rumble and buck but keep going forward for a disturbingly 
long time. After a little of this, | was thoroughly convinced 
that ship handling is an art, and something like racing an 
elephant on ice. 

To a lesser degree, small boats exhibit the same charac- 
teristics. But learn how to handle a single-screw inboard,

BOATING FOR THE BIG-MOUTH 


(continued from page 16) 


This country is made to order for the fisherman who 
likes to rough it. When next you are overwhelmed by the 
need to get away from it all—including smooth highways, 
urgent telephones and indoor plumbing—take yourself to a 
spot somewhere along the Gulf Coast between Mobile and 
New Orleans, then head for the inland swamps. Randolph 
and I flew to Mobile, went by car to Pascagoula, Mississippi, 
and took off next morning by car for the inland lakes, 
rivers and bayous, hemmed in by brooding cypress trees, 
dancing Spanish moss, and improbable Indian legends. 
The fishing and hospitality are of the finest in the isolated 
back country, which is visited by few “foreigners” and 
where spinning is looked upon as some sort of gimmick 
designed to confuse and frustrate. This is the last strong- 
hold of the plug-caster, and he isn’t fixing to be converted 
just yet. 

They use a wide assortment of lures for their plug-cast- 
ing and every kind of popper for fly-rodding, but they 
show marked disinterest in other tackle, notably spinning, 
except for what is called free-fishing with spinning tackle. 
In this, a live shrimp or minnow is hooked on, cast a short 
ways and permitted to go where he pleases. Spinning, as it 
is so widely and avidly pursued elsewhere, is virtually 
unknown in this section. 

There are several reasons for this, aside from the fact 
that most of these anglers have spent a lifetime handling 
casting equipment and have reached a perfection that makes 
them reluctant to change. 

For instance, they will seldom use under-water lures of 
any kind. They want to hear and see the hit of a big bass, 
instead of merely feeling it when he takes hold beneath the 
surface. There also is the rather important factor of keep- 
ing the fish under control, which can be done better with 
casting gear than spinning gear where submerged logs and 
stumps and other debris of the swamps enhance the fish’s 
chances of breaking off. 

There is always the chance, too, that you will hang up 
the lure under water on any cast and lose it, a misadventure 
which if repeated often enough can become costly. Not 
that they mind hanging up where the lure can be shaken 
loose or pulled loose. These anglers figure to hang up in 
the trees or bushes about, say, one cast out of every 10. 
This, paradoxically, is not because they are unskilled. They 
are, as a matter of fact, perhaps the finest practical casters 
to be found anywhere. But the trees and shrubbery come 
right down past the bank into the water and the bass are 
in close or even in open spots behind the tangle. These 
fishermen throw to where the bass should be. No matter 
how formidable the screening of shrubbery, they go right 
after him by attempting to cast under, or over anything 
that stands in the way. 

If you don’t hang up quite often, they figure you are 
not trying. And they will never complain no matter how 
often you must interrupt the fishing to paddle over and dis- 
entangle your lure. 

Inasmuch as you receive only faint applause from your 
boat companion even when you hook and land a monster- 
size fish, after making a seemingly impossible cast to cir- 
cumvent foliage that would stop a rifle shot, I performed 
no feats on this trip that caused sufficient uproar to disturb 
the peace of the wild things. 

That is no criticism of the fish or the fishing in Missis- 
sippi. It just so happens that none of the big ones bothered 
to come my way. But they are there, and they are well 
worth going after, especially in the spring of the year or in 
the fall. In the spring the dogwood and laurel are in bloom 
among the cypress trees and moss, and the scenery is worth 
the visit even if the bass aren’t biting. Moreover, you can 
be sure of fish through the simple expedient of setting trot 
lines for the big catfish. In the fall, they say, is really the

best time to fish, but the truth is they may be caught or 
not caught any time. Fish are about the same everywhere, 
and there is no closed season or size limit down yonder. 

As a result of the sport being available at all times re- 
gardless of what time of year it may be, the fishing gen- 
erally is more pleasant than in places where fishing is 
prohibited part of the time, causing an opening day rush 
and a sustained scuffle by all hands to get in as much fishing 
as possible while it lasts. Knowing they can go any time and 
fish nearly anywhere in innumerable lakes and streams 
around the Gulf Coast area, the people take their own 
sweet time about it and the fishing is never crowded. In 
three days in the swamps we saw only two boats on the 
lakes. This is due in part to the fact that there is so much 
water to be fished, as well as to that constant open season. 

In the 141 miles between Mobile to the east and New 
Orleans to the west you have your choice of salt water 
fishing throughout that stretch and enough fresh water to 
supply the fishing needs of a far vaster population than 
in the entire south. The truth is, fish are more abundant 
than fishermen, contrary to the situation prevailing in many 
places under the heavy pressure of modern times. 

What you need in the way of clothing and tackle for a 
trip down there adds up to about the same gear as you 
would use elsewhere, except that you won’t have occasion 
to put on waders. The fishing will be almost exclusively 
from a boat, occasionally from the bank of the lake or 
stream. Boats for hire are plentiful and cheap and gen- 
erally will be the bateau mentioned before, but may be a 
double-ender called a “sharpshooter.” In either case don’t 
stand up while you are fishing, especially if you are aboard 
a sharpshooter. Improperly handled, they will dunk you. 

Very important advice: Any time you see a lizard play- 
ing around on a cypress trunk just above the water, cast 
there. Almost invariably there will be a big bass waiting 
for the lizard to fall overboard. He will hit at your plug 
because of hunger, while he drools waiting for the lizard, 
or because of anger over the intrusion of the plug. In either 
case, you’ve got yourself a fish.

Sailmaking is a difficult art which the average nonpro- 
fessional is not advised to attempt. There are, however, 
many amateurs who, inspired either by thrift or by the 
challenge of attacking a tough project, have successfully 
made their own sails. Although this canvas usually isn’t 
quite as pretty or as efficient as that produced in a sail 
loft, it serves a valuable function in that it gets an enthu- 
siast out on the water who might otherwise have been 
forced to remain landbound. 

The literature on sailmaking is understandably scant. In 
fact, I can think of but cne book on the subject. It is an 
excellent little volume by Alan Gray titled Sailmaking 
Simplified ($2.50. The Rudder Publishing Co., New York, 
N. Y.) @

INSURE YOUR BOAT

Those few minutes that took the lives of a woman and 
child and destroyed three boats eventually caused Al to 
lose his home, his car and the savings he had put aside for 
his daughter’s education. The financial liability the jury 
slapped on him may have seemed high to Al, but was to 
be expected. 

Al may or may not have ever considered liability in- 
surance for his boat, but at the time of the accident he had 
none. The name Welcker is fictitious but the incident is 
not, nor is such an unexpected catastrophe an isolated case. 
Motor and sailing craft can be a great source of recreational 
pleasure, but they can also under certain conditions become 
a menace to life and property. In one Coast Guard district, 
it was informally reported that on an average of once a 
week a motorboat was involved in an accident, explosion 
or a fire. 

Adequate insurance should be seriously considered by 
all boat owners. Your present insurance broker or those 
listed in your phone book can advise you on your needs 
and write for you suitable policies or recommend com- 
panies which can. Speak to other responsible boatmen, as 
well, and learn insurance companies with which they have 
had satisfactory dealings. 

A number of different types of coverage are available. 
Many people already carried Comprehensive Personal Li- 
ability insurance before they took to the water for a pleas- 
urable pastime. A minimum CPI is designed to take care of 
judgments arising from bodily injury and property damage 
claims up to a limit of $10,000. Such insurance costs ap- 
proximately $12 a year and more extensive coverage is even 
more modestly priced. However, in essence there is no such 
thing as a “comprehensive personal liability” insurance that 
affords the boat owner the protection he should have. Most 
CPI type insurances place limitations on both horsepower 
and overall length of boats. Many of these are archaic and 
unrealistic in their attitude toward boating. A recent check 
of the limits of one company’s policy showed it excluded 
all boats over 26’ in length, inboard or outboard, and any 
powered by over 10 horsepower motors. The 26-footer 
with a 10 horse power plant is a rarity! Yet many boat 
owners feel that a CPI type policy will take care of them. 
Better read the fine print and better still discuss your marine 
insurance problems with a reputable broker. Many com- 
panies will add a rider to your CPI policy which will fit 
the length and horsepower of your boat. 

The cheapest of the insurance policies are those written 
for the owners of outboard motorboats. Typical is the 
policy that covers the outboarder’s boat, motor and trailer 
against loss or damage to the motor, the boat, and acces- 
sories due to fire, lightning, windstorm, sinking, collision, 
loss of the motor overboard, damage during transporta- 
tion, or theft. One such moderate cost insurance plan is 
available to members of the Outboard Boating Club of 
America. Under the terms of this policy, each boat, motor, 
and trailer must be insured for its full current value. The 
cost of the premium is $4 per $100 equipment value for 
one year, or $10 per $100 for a three-year policy. Thus 
if your boat, motor, and trailer are worth $2000, the policy 
would cost $80 a year. This includes a $25 deductible ex- 
clusion clause to do away with the nuisance type of petty 
claims. 

Included with the policy at no additional fee is a property 
damage liability coverage with limits of $1000 or the value 
of the insured equipment, whichever is the larger. For an 
additional $7 a year premium, liability for bodily injury 
or loss of life in amounts of $25,000 for any individual 
claim or $50,000 maximum for each accident is available, 
and should definitely be included in any outboarder’s policy. 

Most general insurance companies today will write a

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policy covering the outboard motor, boat, and equipment 
and the trailer, covering for damage or loss due to light- 
ning, explosion, theft of the entire boat or motor, sinking 
or stranding, loss of the motor overboard by any cause, and 
damages sustained from collision with another boat or in 
contact with stumps, piers or underwater objects. Excluded 
from such policies are coverages for boats engaging in an 
official race or speed contest, and the insured property if it 
is used to carry passengers for compensation or is rented 
or chartered to others. 

Oddly enough, the bulk of the insurance carried by boat 
owners is the so-termed “selfish type.” By this is meant in- 
surance which will cover only the owners’ own property in 
the event of fire, theft or damage. Such coverage can be 
very short sighted. Most boat owners own their equipment 
outright at the time it’s launched, for only recently have 
time payment plans been generally accepted for marine 
sales. Thus the boat owner, if he resorts to the “selfish 
type” insurance and suffers a loss or damage to his equip- 
ment, has not materially affected his future aside from being 
deprived of his recreational pleasure. However, of far 
greater importance is his liability for claims arising from 
damage to the property of others or for personal injuries 
or death. These could, as in the case of Al Welcker, com- 
pletely shatter the boat owner’s financial stability. 





A Morehead City, North Carolina, owner surveys the 
job of refloating his storm-stranded cabin cruiser, 
and considers himself lucky that his craft did not 
ram her way through some of the neighboring houses. 


Few responsible citizens with any assets would consider 
driving their automobiles without relatively comfortable 
property and personal injury coverages. You'll note we 
used the term “with any assets.” It would be nice to feel 
that every responsible individual would want to protect the 
other fellow’s property or personal interests. However, 
since this is a somewhat optimistic philosophy, we will 
stress that on the most purely selfish basis, any boater with 
assets has far more to lose than the mere value of his boat 
and equipment if he doesn’t cover himself with liability 
insurance. 

The owners of sailing craft, inboard skiffs, or cruisers 
can cover themselves under a special “yacht” insurance 
policy. Marine insurance is the oldest form of indemnity 
of which there is any historical record. Pleasure boat in- 
surance today follows the long-used principles applied to 
ocean going commercial vessels with certain adaptations 
to meet requirements peculiar to private pleasure craft, and 
some of the terminology may need explanation. 

One type of hazard to one’s own hull, covered under a 
yacht insurance policy, is termed “perils of the sea.” This

including striking of submerged objects and resultant sink- 
ings. There is also another somewhat ambiguous sounding 
specialized term of the trade, the “inchmaree” clause. This 
clause covers loss or damage to the hull or machinery 
caused by accidents in loading, discharging, or handling 
stores and fittings, hauling, launching, or moving hulls in 
shipyards, taking on of fuel, wind storm, tornado, earth- 
quake, floods, hurricane, collapse of buildings, shoring, con- 
tact with aircraft or articles falling therefrom, explosions, 
bursting of boilers, breakage of shafts, or any latent defects 
in the machinery or hull (excluding the cost of replacement 
or repairing of defective parts). To clarify what might sound 
like double talk in that last bit, if the shaft of a motorboat 
should break due to defective materials and the end of the 
shaft should tear a section from the bottom of the boat and 
the boat should sink, the boat would be covered by in- 
surance that would pay for the salvage and all necessary 
repairs, other than the replacement of the defective part, 
in this case the shaft, which caused the damage. 

Also under the inchmaree clause is coverage against 
damage due to the negligence of engineers, pilots, masters 
or mariners. In a general yacht policy, the limits of prop- 
erty liability damage for collision, which would include the 
expense of defense against claims, is the amount of insur- 
ance carried on the yacht itself. Thus if you insured a cabin 
cruiser at, for example, $10,000 and you, through negli- 
gence, caused the sinking of a $20,000 yacht, if you carried 
no additional liability protection, your coverage would be 
limited to the $10,000 limit of your policy. Most yacht 
owners find it advisable to take an additional Protection and 
Indemnity Policy, more commonly known as P and I, which 
adequately protects the owner against claims for loss of life, 
personal injury, property damage and liability to third 
parties, including guests and members of the crew. 

Under an omnibus clause in most P and I policies is 
coverage not only of the assured, the individual in whose 
name the policy is written and members of his immediate 
family who reside with him, but also liability coverage of 
guests or friends of the insured who may be operating his 
craft with the owner’s permission. 

Though in general an outboard motor, hull, and trailer 
insurance policy is bought on a per dollar per $100 basis, 
the rate for yacht insurance varies with a number of con- 
siderations. Yachts whose owners, for example, confine 
their cruising to inland waters have a lower rate than those 
that will cruise offshore. Sailboats or inboards powered 
with diesel motors receive a lower rate than gasoline pow- 
ered boats. Policies that provide for no more than six 
months operation a year with layup for the other half year 
are less expensive than those allowing twelve-month opera- 
tion. 

If your boat is equipped with a C-O-Two fire extinguish- 
ing system of either the manual or automatic type, you are 
entitled to a lower insurance rate than is the owner of a 
comparable boat whose fire fighting equipment conforms 
only to the minimum Coast Guard requirements. 

Marine insurance, either outboard, inboard, or sail is not 
wholly standardized. Like any other commodity, it can vary 
in quality and should be tailored to fit the individual needs. 
Some insurance companies are noted for prompt and liberal 
payment of claims. Others have quite a different reputa- 
tion. It’s well when buying insurance to check into the 
claim paying record of the company with which you plan to 
place your policy. Owners of small boats should look into 
the possibility of obtaining better rates through group plans. 
Don’t let your pleasure boat ruin your life!

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because most of them are on the air almost continuously 
and the emitted carriers are always available for taking 
bearings. The operation is as follows: A signal from a 
known transmitter is carefully tuned in for maximum vol- 
ume through the speaker and the sharpest possible dip on 
the meter. The loop is then rotated for maximum indication 
of the meter. When this is done, the station signal will be 
extremely weak or nonexistent. The skipper then may 
steer a direct course towards the signal, being careful that 
he is not travelling directly away from the signal by check- 
ing his compass, or he may use the preferred technique of 
taking two or more bearings. This is recommended be- 
cause two nulls 180° apart are obtained from any signal. 








Transistors make possible this extremely compact design. 


If, by means of your compass, you are not able to deter- 
mine the correct direction, then by using the two-bearing 
technique, the intersecting lines drawn on the charts will 
meet on one side and open up on the other side of the 


course line. The signal will emanate on the side where these 
lines meet and are obtained by cruising a short distance 
between the taking of bearings. 

The “homing” technique is simplicity itself and may be 
used to advantage where the transmitter tower is located 
in the vicinity of a port or other haven.

which may affect his choice. Certain requirements are near- 
ly universal. Usually trailers over 26’ in length may only be 
towed between sunrise and sundown. In general, the trailer 
and its load are limited to a maximum of 8’ in width. And 
if you are hauling a heavy gross load of 2000 pounds or 
over, you should check state laws. Many states require 
electric brakes on larger models and spot check gross loads 
at weighing stations. There are also regulations that will 
apply whether you tow a small utility on a 300 pound gross 
load trailer or a cabin cruiser on a large tandem wheeler. 

First, let’s consider the wheels. You have already noted 
that most small boat trailers use small, 8” to 12” wheels. 
This is done, not as an economy, but because small diameter 
wheels offer the trailer a lower center of gravity for greater 
stability, place the boat lower for easier launching and 
retrieving, and keep the wheels well below the hull so that 
in bouncing there is no risk of tires brushing the sides of the 
hull and burning the hull planking. 

Of more interest is the type of wheel mounting used. 
Some of the wheels, though mainly those on lighter duty 
trailers, will slip on over the axle spindle, which will be 
threaded and equipped with a slotted and cotter-pin-locked- 
type spacer nut. These have no hub and backing plate as 
such. Some wheels of this type are fitted with grease fit- 
tings forward and rear so that both of the bearings can be 
given a full shot of grease while the wheel remains on the 
trailer. Others offer no means of greasing other than pulling 
the wheel, bearings, and all components simultaneously, 
and applying grease with finger or a paddle to the bearing 
surfaces. 

Better quality wheel assemblies are equipped with auto- 
motive type hubs fitted with studs for securing the wheel 
with conventional lugs. Thus if you should have a flat tire, 
you pull off only the wheel. The hub remains undisturbed 
so that there is no chance of damaging the grease seal. 

Better in design and more expensive to construct is the 
one-piece hub which also offers the closest to a leak-proof 
unit. These hubs are made of either aluminum or steel. 

Despite claims to the contrary, there is probably no such 
thing as a water tight trailer wheel hub. Some are more 
water tight than others but if you make a hub-spindle-fitting 
free enough to spin, water can eventually reach the bear- 
ings. 

The simplest check during over-the-road travel for bear- 
ing condition is by feel. If the hub end is hot to the touch, 
better check it. A properly aligned wheel with lubricated 
bearings in good condition will not overheat during use. 

The big point of departure in conflict and design ideas 
occurs in spring suspension, where a number of different 
approaches are used. These include coil springs, coil springs 
with shock absorbers, transverse leaf springs, any of these 
either with or without sway bars, “Neidhart” rubber cush-

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ion axle suspension, torsion bar, semi-elliptic springs and 
air springs. 

Each type of spring, designed to reduce jarring effect 
caused by bumps and holes in the road on the load, absorbs 
shocks in a different way. Transverse or semi-elliptics 
mounted in a fore and aft direction are leaf spring types 
and absorb the shock by bending. Coil springs take the 
shock by compressing. Torsion units and the Neidhart, a 
rubber torsion type, take the shock by twisting, while the 
air springs use compression of air to do the job. 

All of these types are commonplace and have been satis- 
factory over a iong period of years in automotive use. The 
only thing that the trailer buyer should carefully weigh is 
the gross load that will be carried. The manufacturer load- 
rates his springs and his load rating should not be exceeded. 
Boat and engine manufacturers tend to minimize the over- 
all weight of their products. In some instances motors may 
be as much as 10% and boats as much as 50% heavier than 
claimed. To be on the safe side, if you plan to carry a 
motor on your boat, take the fully equipped boat with the 
motor to a local freight station or coal yard and get an 
accurate gross load. Then keep in mind that you will very 
probably be carrying additional gear such as camp equip- 
ment, fuel, food and water-sports items in the boat. Add 
the weight of these to the overall gross. 

Air springs are new. They work on an air compression 
principle, and currently are found on the Bassick trailers. 
These springs are more expensive to install and hence in 
various gross load sizes and models the trailers are some- 
what more expensive than the metal spring jobs. However. 
the Bassick trailer offers the advantage of far greater ride 
flexibility than any of its competitors. The Firestone air- 
type springs are equipped with a regular valve similar to 
that in an automobile tire tube. The cross members of 
the trailer at a location right by this valve have two scribe 
marks. With this trailer loaded, one removes air or pumps 
in more air until the scribe marks line up. When the marks 
align, the springs are properly adjusted for the load. The 
air springs can be varied in pressure for load capacities 
from 0 to 1400 pounds. 

Simple launching and retrieving is the next considera- 
tion for the buyer. This works hand in hand with the third 
feature—cradling support during transportation and stor- 
age. Some form of rollers must be used on the trailer in 
order for the boat to be launched. How many, where and 
what type is cause for divergence in designs by leading 
manufacturers. Originally, trailers were equipped with no 
rollers and had padded supporting cradle members only. 
Launching was accomplished by pushing the trailer deeper 
into the water until the boat could be floated free of the 
cradle. This meant wet feet or wading. The new designs 
have largely eliminated the need for wading, and with the 
catwalk or walk board installed on the Gator, Speedway, 
and other trailer beds, launching can usually be done with 
no danger of wetting shoes. 

There have been claims that certain roller equipped 
trailers cause dimpling or indentations in the hull’s surface 
at the points where the rollers support the hull’s weight. 
Whether roller damage might occur would be dependent, 
however, upon the number of rollers, the flexibility of the 
rollers, and their locations. In general, the more rollers 
supplied, the greater the support and the more easily the 
boats may be launched. 

The other school of cradle design insists that the boats 
should have far more cradled area than is offered by even 
a great number of rollers. Some manufacturers particularly 
stress the need for greater cradling support at the transom 
and near the bow. Though greater support may be offered 
by padded cradles than rollers, the manufacturers who 
provide broad cradles rather than rollers must admit that 
generally launching is not as slick and retrieving is not 
quite as simple. So we have an example of a forced com- 
promise with the buyer deciding which he will in part 
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sacrifice—support or easy launching. Recently, there have 
been some advances so you can have some of your cake 
and eat it too. Gator uses a design incorporating both 
rollers and padded cradles, has several neat devices to 
cope with the support vs. launching problem. 

Geared type winches are available for almost every type 
of trailer regardless of the cradle design. They vary in 
quality, drum capacity and gearing but follow the same 
design. In winches, as in springs, there was a new and 
interesting development in 1957. Power King is the first 
electrically operated winch to replace the hand-cranked 
trailer winches. It is designed to fit any standard trailer- 
winch-mounting bracket. 

Regardless of whether the trailer you select is roller or 
padded-support cradled, be certain that it offers support 
at or near the transom, particularly if you are planning 
to trail your boat with motor or motors attached. See to it, 
too, that it offers some type of adjustable or self-adjusting 
front boat support and adjustable bow support. 

The means to tilt the hitch end of the trailer upward 
for boat launching is varied. Some trailers offer no means 
other than un-coupling the trailer and lifting the front by 
hand. Some provide a manual jack for the hitch end. 
Both boom and tongue type frequently have an arrange- 
ment whereby the trailer hitch itself is mounted to a hinged 
fork or tongue. 

The Bassick, which offers the only wholly new trailer 
concept for 1957, has several unusual launching features in 
addition to its independent wheel suspension and air 
springs. First is a hydraulic mechanism which lowers the 
entire trailer bed to within inches of the ground level when 
a valve is opened. A hydraulic jack is then used to hoist 
the forward end of the boat so that the Bassick may be 
roller launched. 

Pacemaker has an easy launching arrangement known as 
its Play-loader—a pivoting, roller equipped extension of 
the trailer bed. As the boat’s weight gradually passes over 
this pivot point, the stern drops and the bow lifts. 

There are a number of other types of launching-loading 
arrangements. Nearly every manufacturer claims one-man 
loading and unloading, many of them stating that the job 
is so simple that a child can do it alone. Our advice to 
the newcomer is to ask for a trailer launching and re- 
trieving demonstration with a boat of the same size and 
approximate weight as his own in position on the trailer. 

Tandem wheeled trailers, those twin axle four wheeled 
jobs, are used largely in the heavier load capacity field, 
1600 gross pounds and up, and offer a distinct advantage 
to the owner of the heavier equipment. This is most evident 
on rough roads or when pulling the trailer into position 
for launching on rough terrain. If one of the pair of wheels 
drops into a hole, the other wheel will hold the trailer 
in a level position. 

Finally, you can have the best trailer in the world with 
the finest transom support, but if your boat isn’t secured 
properly to the trailer’s cradle the boat will take a beating 
and may even be badly damaged in transit. There are a 
variety of good boat tie-down accessories, any one of which 
is satisfactory. Once you have bought a good trailer, don’t 
detract from its value by trying to get by with clothes line 
or old steamer trunk straps. Make the most of this happy 
accessory for new boating horizons.

the bowsprit. The bowsprit lost the encounter with a 
splintering crash, and we spent the day replacing it with a 
piece of old mast picked up in a boatyard for $2. 

Next we found out about running aground. This was a 
case of pure negligence caused by the presence aboard of 
several young ladies while sailing in Nantucket Harbor. 
The engine got us off, seemingly with no harm done. No 
harm, that is, until the water pump went bad a couple of 
days later, and then we remembered all the sand kicked up 
around the water intake by our efforts to get off the sandbar. 

A whole month obviously could not go by without the 
classic error of wrapping the dinghy painter around the 
propeller, and it didn’t. There was also the morning wasted 
unscrambling two anchor lines Red had put out when we 
left the boat overnight, and we were once the innocent 
victims of anchoring on an abandoned piece of cable. This 
caused us to drag anchor on a night of absolute calm (with 
the tide), to the understandable ire of the owner of the 
glossy yawl we fetched up against. 

Dishwashing was accomplished underway by dragging 
plates and utensils over the side and drying them with 
paper towels. ; 

Occasionaly our planning went awry, as on the full day 
we spent subsisting on strawberry jam and rice krispies 
mixed into a paste with warm water. 

By the end of the month, we were feeling like old salts, 
and looking like them too. We had solved the laundry 
problem by ignoring it. You might think that we had gotten 
most of the mistakes out of our system, but there were a 
few final ones that actually topped all the others. 

Engine failure contributed, or rather failure of the crew 
to understand engines. When it quit off Martha’s Vineyard, 
with three days left for us to get back to Mamaroneck, we 
both put in a long session of looking at it and poking a 
screw driver at the spark plugs and then settling down to 
sailing the whole distance in one uninterrupted passage. 

This brought us to night navigation for the first time, 
and a whole new field for making mistakes. Preparing for 
a night at sea, I took a late afternoon nap and forgot to 
give Red a course-change as we passed Vineyard Lightship. 
When I poked bleary eyes out of the hatch at dusk, there 
was a long string of lights extending to seaward up ahead. 

“My gosh,” I said, “we’re headed inside Point Judith on 
the mainland and up Narragansett Bay. This compass must 
be wrong.” 

We altered course to port, ignoring the compass from 
then on, and steered visually to clear the easternmost light 
ahead of us. There had been exceptionally clear visibility 
at sunset, but full darkness brought some haze. Sharing 
watches, we crept along on a reach in a light port tack 
breeze, finally clearing the land that had been ahead. There 
was a lighthouse on it and I searched the mainland from 
Providence to New Haven for one that agreed with its 
characteristics. No amount of counting seconds fast or 
slow could make one fit exactly. 

Ahead there was now a black void of sea with Bona 
completely alone on it as the mysterious lighthouse drifted 
into the haze astern. In a panic, with the demands of sleep 
inducing hallucinations, I searched the charts for clues as 
to our whereabouts, imagining mysterious currents that had 
doubled our speed or carried us far off course. I never once 
checked backwards in our dead reckoning with estimates of 
course and speed, and never once doubted that the compass 
had gone bad.

Because of our less than exact navigation, we ran out of 
food, spent a final night of beating through thundersqualls 
dead on the nose, while the bilge pump clogged with debris 
and everything on board became soaking wet. We arrived 
hollow eyed and sleepless 12 hours overdue, with the in- 
surance run out and Bona our sole responsibility. 

So perhaps the most remarkable development of all is 
that we both look back on the cruise of the Bona as one of 
the best times in our lives and have been confirmed cruising 
addicts ever since.

BALSA RAFTS 


ATIVE craft that are still in use, these boat-shaped 
balsa rafts are used on lakes and shallow swamps in 
South America. Even in severe storms they are not 
easily capsized. On Lake Titicaca, between Bolivia and 
Peru, the rafts are made of dried totora reeds, bound 
with ropes of ichu grass. A tubular bundle forms the 
keel and two additional bundles are lashed to it, one 
on each side, like pontoons. These are thick in the middle 
and taper to upturned points at bow and stern. Gun- 
wales are made of thinner bundles lashed to the sides 
of the pontoons. 

Because they become waterlogged easily, the rafts 
must be pulled ashore periodically and dried out. For 
shallow water use they are poled along; on deeper water 
as on Lake Titicaca a sail of reeds is employed, possibly 
a development borrowed after the arrival of Europeans 
in South America. 

Similar balsas were made by the Indians of California 
from twisted Tule rushes. @

Right now, Villier’s sailsmanship has brought him to the 
supreme adventure of his 54 years. He is skipper of the 
Mayflower Il, a 180-ton, 92-foot three-master which is an 
authentic replica of the sailing vessel in which the Pilgrims 
reached the New World more than 300 years ago. 

Some variations have been allowed, of course, to assist 
this second crossing of the Atlantic in a 17th Century sailing 
vessel. While Villiers has no engine, he has prudently added 
a radio room—and insisted, despite considerable petticoat 
resentment, on an all-male complement. As a seafaring 
man of the old school, he devoutly accepts the ancient su- 
perstition—or was it, perhaps, observation and experience? 
—that women and corpses bring a ship bad luck. 

“Women were chattels then,” he argues, a bit defensively, 
against the awkward fact that the first Mayflower had quite 
a few aboard. “But now they are no longer chattels—they 
can talk back. And you can’t handle them.” 

After its original voyage to the New World, the first 
Mayflower was sold, and her precise dimensions are lost. 
But after enormous research, the recreation in Oregon pine 
(for the spars), Devon oak (for the beam) and flax woven 
by Scottish women (for her sails) is as accurate as sea 
history can make her. 

“According to my reading,” Villiers says, “the Pilgrims 
were originally given a charter to sail up the Hudson River 
to New Amsterdam where the Dutch had established a 
thriving community. However, Captain Jones was allegedly 
bribed by Netherlands’ importers to alter his course. It 
seems that skin trading between the Dutch and the Indians 
was going too smoothly to countenance any interference.” 

For an adventurer whom reporters never can resist de- 
scribing as “a salt of the old school” or “a square-rigged 
man with a slightly rolling gait,” this modern-day sailmaster 
is dismayingly soft-spoken. Here is no professionally pic- 
turesque character who explodes with “belay that” and 
“Steady, mate,” but a charming blend of Australian wit and 
dry, British under-statement. 

Villiers relishes the little ironies of life. After his first 
boyhood years in sail, the old sailing ships went out, and he 
had to turn to writing to make a living. “Then I made so 
much money writing that I could buy my own ship and be 
a master—and here I am,” he adds happily. There is an- 
other bit of irony here. From his early whaling trip (“I was 
only 20 then, and it was a lousy book”), he always has 
written as he sailed. But the Mayflower’s second crossing 
will be written by Warwick Charlton, director of the project 
which was financed by public contributions in England. 
“I’m only writing the ship’s log,” Villiers says. 

In the late 20s and early 30s, he made his international 
name competing in the famous grain races, first winning in 
1928. It was the ’32 race which almost ended a promising 
sea career near the Horn, but the Parma won again. 

The following year, with not a sail blown from the bolt 
ropes, the four-master streaked from Port Victoria, in South 
Australia, safely rounded the Horn this time and made 
Falmouth, England, in 83 days. The fast, 15,000-mile haul 
clipped almost a week—six days, to be precise—from the 
modern-day record which had been set a dozen years pre- 
viously by the grain ship Marlborough. 

Of course, Villiers nostalgically points out, grain time 
isn’t the Clipper time of the mid-1880’s. Back then, the 
amazing British Clipper Lightning lived up to her name 
and made the run in 63 days and 17 hours. 

In all, Villiers has sailed some 30 times around the world 
—to the point where it has become “a most commonplace 
voyage.” A good part of this formidable sea mileage was 
piled up in his famous vessel, Joseph Conrad, last of the 
world-circling square-riggers. 

In 1934, he happened to read that the 52-year-old Danish 
training ship was to be scrapped, thought it was “a damned 
shame,” and in a burst of sentiment, bought her. Assembling 
a crew, he got her back to Ipswich, England, and then 
brought her over to the U. S.—unhappily piling up on the 
rocks off Bay Ridge, a part of New York City.

The mishap was not prophetic. Late that January, he 
sailed from New York with a crew of 24 boys, whose av- 
erage age was 18, and after 57,000 miles and 22 months of 
sailing returned safely with a crew of men. The young 
sailors had gained from two to ten inches in height and 
from 15 to 20 pounds in weight, which says something 
about the connection between water, wind and health. 

For 106 of those days, there was a steady run from 
Tahiti, with only one sight of land at Terra del Fuego. In 
the South Seas, the Conrad was snared by a reef on Louisi- 
ade Archipelago, but Villiers toted the bow anchor aft in 
two lifeboats, and after four hours of maneuvering, worked 
her free without harm. 

And there was the Horn again. The Conrad practically 
clawed her way around—the topmast broke, the foreyard 
cracked, the jib boom shattered—but the little square-rigger 
made it. In fact, the only approach to a casualty all 57,000 
miles was Joseph, the yellow cat, who fell out of the rig- 
ging one day and was promptly attacked in the water by a 
flock of albatrosses with 17-foot wing spreads. Joseph 
fought back valiantly, raking one on the beak, and kept 
afloat till Villiers could put about to the rescue. 

Scarcely was Villiers back in port before he was out 
again, this time on a charter run to a Pacific island near 
the Solomons in search of gold. The result? “Too much 
island—not enough gold,” he told me, chuckling. 

Today, the Conrad, which Villiers sold to chain-store heir 
Huntington Hartford, is on exhibition at the Mystic, Conn., 
museum, and the Parma is scrapped. Villiers now lives in 
Oxford, England, and the only boat he currently owns is a 
ten-foot dinghy which he keeps there on the River Isis, as 
that part of the Thames is called. “About as wide as that,” 
Villiers says disdainfully of the Isis, gesturing toward a 
narrow crosstown street in New York. 

The dinghy is mainly for the three Villiers children— 
Christopher, 13; Katherine, 11, and. Peter, 9—because the 
skipper is entirely a big boat man. “I don’t go in for the 
very little ships if I can help it,” he says. “Anything less 
than a 90-foot waterline I find trying. I don’t like to be 
knocked around, you know.” 

Somehow, good sailing and good writing have always 
gone together, and Villiers has turned out some 20 books on 
the sea: adventure, mystery, juvenile and even picture 
books. The very titles have the beat of the sea in them. 
Grain Race, By Way of Cape Horn, Sea Dogs of Today, 
Falmouth for Orders, Sons of Sinbad, Posted Missing . . . 

The last, published only a few months ago by Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, is the fascinating, eerie story of vessels that 
have vanished without trace right in the 20th Century. 
Did you know that a 20,000-ton Brazilian battleship dis- 
appeared off the Azores only six years ago? “There’s a lot 
still to be learned before the sea is safe,” Villiers says. 

As other writers have tackled the great lakes and rivers, 
Alan Villiers takes oceans for his province. Thus far, he has 
written three: The Coral Sea, Monsoon Seas: The Story of 
the Indian Ocean, and, just this summer, The Wild Ocean: 
The Story of the North Atlantic and the Men Who Sailed It, 
which McGraw-Hill is putting out. 

You can’t help admiring this man who has quietly forced 
the fates to let him prosper through his beloved sail though 
every reasonable man ought to admit that sail is done as a 
means toward prosperity, who chuckles at life’s ironies even 
when they are directed at him. 

Not long ago, he had an opportunity, he thought,.to make 
his nine-year-old the luckiest, happiest nine-year-old boy in 
the world. There was an opening for Peter to sail with his 
father on the Mayflower. In the wildly unpredictable way of 
small boys, Peter gravely considered the invitation and then 
said, “No thanks, Dad—I would sooner go to summer 
camp.” 

But for an older generation with still a longing for adven- 
ture, it seems fitting that the Captain of the Mayflower II 
is probably the world’s most noted master of vessels under 
sail.

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boat. Yet with a modest sized outboard motor, a pram is 
perfectly safe for use on protected water—which is the 
designed purpose of the tiny blunt-ender. A 14’ runabout 
which is considered safe when powered with motors of up 
to 20 horsepower may be wholly unsafe if a 40 horsepower 
plant were to be hung on the rear. However, another 14- 
footer of different design might be eminently safe to handle 
a motor or motors developing as much as 60 horsepower. 
In the P-B tests we will rate the boat for potential safe 
horsepower and for maximum safe gross load as well as 
potential water conditions. Give your present boat an hon- 
est appraisal right now. 

The P-B tests will offer our measurements, not those of 
the manufacturer. We will give two lengths. First, the length 
overall which P-B will standardize as the measurement of 
that distance from the top of the transom at an amidships 
point to the foremost point of the top of the stem (the 
structural piece forming the front of the boat). We will 
also give a water line length. 

Beam, too, can be a number of different things. P-B tests 
will list extreme beam aft, a measurement that will be taken 
at the bottom of the transom plus an extreme beam meas- 
urement, that is the maximum athwartships width measured 
at the gunwale line, or at a point below the gunwale line if 
the boat is of a design where greater width is found below 
the sheers. 

Don’t necessarily be fooled by this freeboard deal. Re- 
gardless of whether it’s considered good boating practice or 
not, people will sit on gunwales, will push their weight 
down on gunwales, and if the freeboard is out of balance 
with the beam and other factors of the craft, you may have 
a rig that will tip over almost as easily as a canoe or get you 
in real trouble cornering. Try this carefully with your boat 
and see what happens. 

Some manufacturers have established what they feel is 
a maximum permissible height in relationship to the beam 
of a boat. Personally we disagree with this premise, for 
hull configuration plus the weight and the materials used in 
construction of a hull will cause this ratio to be a variable. 
The question, too, of giving a specific maximum horsepower 
rating to a boat is another artificial gauge of a boat’s safety. 
Our reports will be based on the boat’s behavior with motors 
of varying horsepower and varying makes. The propeller 
thrust which can be exerted by one motor at wide open 
throttle may vary tremendously from that of another of the 
same h.p. rating, but of a different brand. The center of 
gravity of motors of roughly equivalent horsepower may 
vary by inches. Their weight per horsepower will also vary. 
Each of these factors will have a bearing on the tests. 

What will your boat support in dead weight if it is 
swamped? A weight equivalent to that of your motor must 
be clamped or in some other manner secured to the tran- 
som of the boat, then your boat must actually be swamped. 
If it will support only two people, then it should be used by 
only two people regardless of its apparent capacity. But 
the fact that a certain boat may in a swamped condition be 
able to support ten people does not mean that it is safe for 
occupancy by ten people. 

Comfort 

Comfort, too, must be qualified according to the planned 
use of the hull. Boat sizes naturally will be taken into con- 
sideration. One won't expect to find camp-aboard comfort 
for two or three people in a 12’ utility. However, aside from 
size, a number of other factors affect comfort. These may 
be seemingly as inconsequential as the exact location of 
remote throttle controls or the angle and manner of mount- 
ing of the steering wheel. Are your remotes within easy 
reaching distance of your steering location whether it is a 
stand-up or sit-down arrangement? 

What about the bottom flooring? Does it consist only of 
the inner sides of the bottom of the hull? Has a false flush 
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floor decking been installed for easier footing? Can you 
walk on it barefooted? Or will you clobber your toes on 
exposed strength members? Can tools and miscellaneous 
gear work their way under the false decking? Is it hard to 
remove and replace? Does your inboard engine cover muf- 
fle motor noise or act as a sounding board? 

Adaptability 

How adaptable is your hull? If you plan to use it for 
pleasure driving around your local waterway and at other 
times for fishing and skiing, is there any place to store skis 
and fishing poles? 

Durability 

Durability is largely a matter of how long your boat can 
be expected to offer you good service, with how much and 
how costly maintenance. 

Styling 

Styling is largely a matter of personal taste. However, it 
too, can be given a rating. We noted for example a number 
of boats at one of the major boat shows which superficially, 
at a distance of 10’ or so, had tremendous eye appeal. Yet 
on closer inspection the styling was found to be a mere 
facade. The joining work was poor. The eye catching fea- 
tures were adornments without functional use and would 
either cut down on the boat’s performance needlessly or 
present hazards and lessen the comfort of the boat. It is 
our feeling that styling should not be bought at the ex- 
pense of any of the previous four factors. Good styling 
must hold inherent value in itself. 

Speed 

Speed is our final factor for evaluation purposes. Speed, 
too, is many things to many owners and each of these or 
any combination of these may have a different value. Ac- 
celeration is certainly a part of speed. One boat may be 
able to pop up on plane and move away like a rocket while 
another may eventually get on plane but will require coax- 
ing for a far greater distance and length of time to reach 
maximum speed. One boat, for example, with a 60 h.p. 
motor might be able to run along at 34 m.p.h. on reasona- 
bly smooth water. Put the same boat and motor in a brisk 
chop and it might become so wet, so uncomfortable and 
hard riding that it would take a stoic to drive it any dis- 
tance at full throttle. By contrast another hull of approxi- 
mately the same length and weight, and hauling the same 
gross load, might only be capable of 26 m.p.h. on glassy 
smooth water. Give this same boat a little chop and it might 
pick up to 28 or 29 m.p.h. 

Which of the two boats is faster will be a question for you 
to decide. If you live on a lake where you almost invari- 
ably can expect choppy water, boat B would definitely be 
your faster hull. Yet if you do your boating on a protected 
river or a small lake so situated that more than a ripple on 
the water is a rarity, then boat A is your fastest bet. 

Does the boat bog down in turns or will it maneuver 
through a fairly tight turn with a loss of less than half its 
speed? This again may be a factor in determining your 
choice, particularly in a restricted waterway. 

Check your present boat or the one you plan to buy 
against the factors listed here. In our tests we shall report 
what we observe and experience. You can then determine 
how these qualities meet your needs.

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and you’re on the way to being able to manage anything that 
floats. 

You can learn boat-handling by trial and error, then 
practicing your more successful maneuvers until you can 
repeat them at will. It helps a great deal, however, first to 
know something about what takes place down there under 
the water, and about the tools with which you will work. 

The steering wheel, clutch lever and throttle initially ap- 
pear to be the only tools which you must master. Actually,

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these are just extensions of your real tools, and one of the 
most important tools has no control handle on the bridge. 
This is the hull of the boat itself. 

The photo of the half-model of the famous “Ailsa Craig” 
shows one kind of hull—long and lean, with a full keel. 
This hull wants to go fore-and-aft, and has plenty of lateral 
resistance—resistance, that is, to skidding sideways. Put 
this boat on course, and its natural tendency will be to stay 
there. The hull is still quite common in displacement-type 
low-speed boats, and such boats hold course well, affected 
comparatively little by the buffeting of wind and sea. It 
will have a large turning circle, requiring plenty of room for 
turns, but most of the time it works with the helmsman. 

Today most boats are designed for speed so they have 
much different lines. In order to minimize underwater 
friction, the “under carriage” is reduced to the minimum. 
The keel is cut away aft to the vanishing point, and the rud- 
der is cropped to the smallest size which will give control 
under power. And, lastly, the boat is much wider in pro- 
portion to its length, with a beam in the neighborhood of 
one-third of the length. 

Another very important hull characteristic is weight. A 
heavy boat, regardless of the hull shape, wants to keep on 
doing whatever it happens to be doing at the time. If the 
boat is standing still, it will resist getting underway; if the 
boat is moving ahead, it wants to keep going that way. 
Likewise, if it is swinging, it will act like a large flywheel 
and try to keep on turning. 

If a boat could curve its backbone like a fish, no rudder 
would be necessary. Taking on a curved shape, it would 
efficiently change direction and describe a neat circle until 
the hull was again straightened out. 

The “barn-door” rudder, found on slow-moving displace- 
ment-type boats, is as close to the ideal as practical. Even 
with its large size, the “barn door” would seem to fall short 
of being sufficient—but its placement in the slipstream of 
the propeller greatly improves its effectiveness. 

But here is an important point: the rudder has the bene- 
fit of all of this extra water only while the propeller is throw- 
ing it aft. Accordingly, rudder control falls off as the pro- 
peller power is reduced, and the steering effect falls to a 
minimum when the power is removed entirely. 

Directly opposite to barn-door designs are the rudders 
of planing powerboats. For minimum drag, such rudders 
are small and streamlined. These “postage stamps” depend 
entirely upon the propeller slipstream for control. 

Most propellers act as a screw with a right-hand thread, 
turning clockwise during forward motion. Since such ac- 
tion has a reaction, while the engine in the boat exerts a 
clockwise force on the propeller, the propeller exerts a 
counter-clockwise force on the boat. Thus, to a varying 
degree, application of forward power gives the boat a listing 
tendency to port. In light, high-powered boats travelling at 
speed this force can become significant, try to turn in the 
direction of a heel. 

Maneuvering a twin-screw vessel is much easier than the 
single-screw job, although it will keep both hands very 
busy in close quarters. But by judicious use of “ahead” on 
one screw and “astern” on the other, a boat can actually 
be pivoted around while standing in one place. 

Having very little rudder area, the outboard practically 
quits steering when the propeller stops. To avoid this 
trouble, keep a little power on the boat at all times it must 
be under control. Just don’t use so much power that drastic 
reversal is necessary to stop. 

The next time you are out in your boat, look for the 
effects described. Then you can develop the system of han- 
dling that is right for your own boat. Practice maneuver- 
ing “out in the clear,” using temporary buoys (such as 
floating cushions) to simulate other boats, obstructions and 
docks; then when you come up against the real thing you 
can proceed with confidence and safety.

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are available to build a roadbed. Use the anchor line from 
your boat to extend the tow chain so you can pull the trailer 
through the mire from afar. I’ve known perennial beach 
buggy boatmen to purchase a jeep equipped with four-wheel 
drive and a front-bumper winch just so they could manipu- 
late a boat trailer into areas ordinarily inaccessible. Expen- 
sive—but they get where they’re going. 

In the little town of Delray Beach, smallboatmen organ- 
ized to beat expenses with an ingenious piece of recovery 
equipment that allows them to go cruising conveniently. 
The town is situated on the oceanfront but’a steep sand em- 
bankment makes the launching problem tough. Delray 
hasn’t an inlet but they have a public beach. “We could 
always careen into the surf with the help of gravity,” said 
fisherman Dick Banting. “Nobody ever gets flattened by 
their own rigs. Until we got together, the problem was get- 
ting a trailer back up to the highway.” Today, an electric 
windlass has been installed along the road on the south side 


of town. When a local boatman is ready to head home, he © 


simply snaps a steel cable around his trailer axle, pulls a 
switch, and leaves the problem in the hands of the Florida 
Power Company. Hospitably, the local Chamber of Com- 
merce has made the electronic blessing available to tran- 
sient visitors. 

I felt twinges in my backbone while watching a foursome 
trying to load their skiff on a home-made pipe trailer one 
day last year. Running the outboard at full throttle through 
the surf, they skidded onto dry land, piled out of their boat 
and lifted her into the cradle. The men were flirting with a 
rupture while their wives interfered trying to be helpful. “I 
made this outfit myself,” boasted the owner, as sweat beaded 
his forehead. “Got the parts from a junkyard, and put it 
together in my spare time.” 

Certainly, do-it-yourself boating has allowed thousands 
of wistful landlubbers to become practicing sailors but no- 
body will ever convince me that a shortage of funds caused 
that man to economize and omit a small hand-winch. He 
could have mounted an inexpensive one forward, close to 
the hitch, and cranked that sixteen footer into position with 
ease. Instead, he went cruising the hard way. The progress 
in suspension systems, roller arrangements, and tipping 
devices in this year’s trailers simplifies things to an extent 
where even children are able to accomplish launchings and 
recoveries. 

While touring the waterways of Virginia with a trailer- 
borne double-ender dory, I was forced to wade through 
ankle-deep mud in order to reach Back Bay, and traverse 
stretches of soft sand in the process of launching at 
Kiptopeake. The combined misery of those operations 
taught me the value of carrying two pieces of inexpensive 
wood sheathing. The planks are light-weight and cheap, 
available at any lumberyard. You can carry them inside 
the boat while on the highway or lash them to the trailer 
frame. Rather than pushing a boat through a bog, you’re 
providing an adjustable path over the obstacle. By applying 
your Own ingenuity, you can build an emergency launching 
field anywhere there’s a mud puddle big enough to float a 
boat. In troublesome situations, the planks are expendable 
but useful under the tires of your car. 

In order to reach the sea, we hand-hauled the trailer 
across a field of eel grass and Irish moss, slithering and 
sliding on the weeds while the boat ran comfortably on its 
plank foundation. As soon as we returned home, Pete im- 
provised a set of collapsible handlebars out of hinges: and 
a length of galvanized pipe, bolting it onto the bow of the 
trailer. When we return to that remote corner of Montauk 
this year, we'll be able to pull our trailer comfortably in- 
stead of using catch-as-catch-can handholds never designed 
for the purpose.

Personally, I don’t recommend submerging a trailer in 
either fresh or salt water where the dunking can possibly 
be avoided. Under many launching conditions, you'll be 
able to back close enough to the water’s edge so that the 
frame can be tilted and unloaded without removing the 
trailer from the car. Most popular boating areas will be 
equipped with either ramps or some modification of a hoist. 
Use them wherever you can. Sometimes you can conquer 
a steep drop at the water’s edge by lashing the trailer to a 
tree—or the car—and paying out line. 

Despite the fury of many words, the argument over trav- 
eling with an outboard attached to your boat’s transom has 
never technically been settled. The extra weight could strain 
the hull. Conceivably, it might be wise to keep the power 
plant inside till it’s ready to go into operation but I have 
no intentions of lifting a motor unless pressured by dire 
necessity. My outboard rides clamped on the stern with 
a safety line looped around the shaft, and tie-down equip- 
ment lashed around the housing. I use a safety chain con- 
necting the trailer to the car frame as well as a hitch bolted 
onto the undercarriage. 

The trick in backing a trailer involves turning the wheel 
right when you want the trailer to go left, and vice-versa. In 
tight quarters, every traveler is likely to have troubles ma- 
neuvering a rig. Trailers may jackknife if you attempt ex- 
cessive speed in reverse gear or even if the wheels are cut 
too sharply. I’ve seen boatmen pull up stakes and proceed 
elsewhere rather than maneuver through a right angle ap- 
proach to a riverbank. To assure close control in such a 
situation, try a front bumper hitch. 

You can push easier than pull. With a boat trailer di- 
rectly forward of the car, you'll find maneuverability sim- 
plified as well as visibility increased. Imagine seeing where 
you're going instead of bellowing to a partner for guidance. 
Since your car is equipped with rear-wheel drive, you'll be 
enabled to keep the power section on firmer ground in 
cases where you want the boat launched in deep water. Push 
going in and pull coming back out—push your way around 
tight corners—but don’t try pushing over any distance! 
Front hitches may be clamp-on types since they won’t take 
excessive strain in the relatively rare instances where you'll 
find them useful. 

It isn’t necessary to wedge your inboard off a trailer with 
a piece of two-by-four if you have any sort of reasonable 
rollers to run along the bottom. The sweat involved in 
launching or recovering a smallboat is more likely your 
fault than the trailer manufacturer. They’ve given us hy- 
draulic brakes, weight recommendations, tail light, cradle 
mountings, guide rods, positive action keel rollers, shock 
absorbers, telescope winch masts, built-in geared jacks, and 
every other labor-saving device the engineers can dream up. 
If we can match the mechanical improvements in today’s 
trailer by using basic common sense, launching a smallboat 
won’t be more difficult than -putting the family car in the 
garage. —CHARLES R. MEYER

ingale, in his recent book “Dinghy Sailing for Boys—or 
Girls.” He recommends the ability to swim 20 yards while 
wearing T-shirt, shorts, and sneakers, and then the choice 
of a stable boat and calm water for that first solo sail. Size 
of boat? If sail, not over 11 feet and with 50 square feet of 
sail, he argues. Power or sail first? Authorities disagree, 
and usually it narrows down to the type of boat the family 
already has. And all agree that, if possible, racing is a 
rapid way to learn while having fun. 

That racing can also develop young personalities in bene- 
ficial ways was brought out in a recent statement by 
President Donald L. Guerin of the American Power Boat 
Association. He reported a check of A.P.B.A. records for 
the past five years showed no case of a teen-age racing 
member involved in a juvenile delinquency charge.
